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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 29-38 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. As all previous claims have been cancelled, all previous 
rejections are removed and replaced with the new rejections set forth below. Claims 29-38 are 
pending in this application. 

2. Examiner notes that the new claims in the current case seem to be drawn to nothing more 
than a standard closed loop control system which is well known in the industry of industrial 
controllers. The modification of one control variable when a certain condition is sensed (change 
in a measured variable) is not new. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 29 is objected to because of the following informalities: Line 3 states "within in 
said computer". This is assumed to be a typographical error. Appropriate correction is required;. 
Claim 1 also states "specifying a maximum value for a said second control parameter". This is ; 
an antecedent basis issue as this is the first recitation of a second control parameter. 
Furthermore, since there is no "first control parameter", the introduction of a "second control 
parameter" is confusing to the reader and should be amended to clarify the invention. 

4. These objections also directly relate to claim 34. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 
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5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubhcation in this or a foreign country or in pubhc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of apphcation for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 29-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 4,284,943 to Rowe. 

7. Referring to claims 29 and 34, Rowe shows a computer implemented method and system 
for controlling a first component, said computer implemented method comprising: specifying a 
minimum and maximum value for said first measurement within said computer (Column 4, lines 
5-60); determining a value for said first measurement parameter between the maximum and 
minimum values ("measurement signal" - column 4, line 56); periodically determining if the 
current value of the first measurement parameter is greater than or less than a previously 
determined value for said first measurement parameter (Column 5, step E); specifying a 
minimum and maximum value for a second control parameter within said computer (Column 6, ; 
Step H); determining a current value for said second control parameter (Column 5, step H); 
periodically adjusting a current value for said second control parameter in response to variations 
between a current value for said first said measurement parameter and a previously determined i 
value for said first measurement parameter; controlling said first component utilizing said 
adjusted second control parameter (Column 5, steps A through I). 

8. Referring to claims 30-33, 35-38, Rowe shows the step of initializing a value for said first 
measurement parameter and second control parameter between said respective maximum and 
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minimum values using an application program (Claim 6, part A - the initialization of the second 
control parameter is done automatically in part C of claim 6).
